MEMORANDUM FOR THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR FOR COLLECTION AND DISSEMINATION. 

SUBJECT: Recommended Conference regarding Liaison between CIO 
Stand-by and <’{eek-end Duty Officers with Deoartmental 
Intelligence Agencies 

1. CIG Administrative Order No. 35* dated 1$ November 19l|6, 
Subject: Stand-by Officers, establishes the operating procedures 
and instructions for CIO’s stand-by officers. 

2. It is believed, however, that the War, State and Navy Depart¬ 
ments and the Federal Bureau of Investigation of the Justice Department 
may not have designated stand-by officers fcr off-duty hours or duty 
offices for Saturday and Sunday similar, to those of the Central Intel¬ 
ligence:; dtov^ir. Undoubtedly, some of the -Departments, dp: designate cer¬ 
tain professional personnel who are responsible fcr taking action on 
urgent matters outside of noimalworking hours, however, it is believed 
that an assured integration of stand-by or duty officer procedures of 
the Departmental intelligence agencies in Washington should be effected 
with those of C.I.G. 

3. The matter discussed in this paper is considered worthy of full 
investigation, both from the collection point of view and, quite 
definitely, from the viewpoint of the national security. It does not 
seem logical that C.I.G. detail competent duty officers during the off- 
duty periods if there is no corresponding system similarly established 
on the other end(s). 

U. It is therefore recommended that this situation be brought to 
the attention of ICAPS with the suggestion that ICAPS sponsor an inter¬ 
departmental conference to review the current arrangements within 
Departments to insure the transmittal of urgent and vital intelligence 
information to the C.I.G. stand-by or duty officers. This conference 
may determine that present arrangements are satisfactory but even in 
this event, it is considered that such a conference T/ould serve an 
extremely useful purpose*

"1. pursuant to your memorandum of 23 October, statements of OCD liaison 
requirements are herewith furnished* 

2* a* The three inclosures (Tabs R, C and D) show the contacts established 
outside CEO (by name, agency, and purpose in each case)* 

b* Anticipated requirements for additional liaison contacts are as 

follows: 

(1) Requirements Branch : The Requirements Branch will have to 
maintain contacts with many additional government departments 
and agencies concerned with national security in order to 
carry out its prescribed functions (see paragraph d (1), below)* 

- This will require successive informal approaches to a wide 

circle of offices, to be undertaken as rapidly as adequate 
personnel become available to the Requirements Branch* A formal 
study to determine which agencies should be contacted has been 
held in Abeyance for lack of personnel* Until the initial 
exploratory conversations have been held with the many federal 
offices likely to require intelligence or intelligence informa¬ 
tion, it will not be possible to determine a precise permanent 
list*

(2) Collection Branch ! The Collection Branch will have to maintain 
contacts with many additional government departments’and agencies 
concerned with national security in order to carry out its 
prescribed functions (see paragraph d (2), below).

Needs for intelligence information are frequently urgent; in 
such cases the Collection Branch may have to establish direct 
contact with an unforeseen source as a matter of urgency.

c. Internal control of liaison activities is maintained by the three 
branch chiefs of OCD, under general supervision of this office. A measure of 
decentralization to branch chiefs is essential in order to assure prompt col- 
lection»and dissemination. 

d* Authorization for establishing existing contacts . 

















The established OCD contacts are necessary to carry out the prescribed 
functions of the office and its branches. Pertinent extracts are quoted as 
follows;

Additional Requirements for Interdepartmental Liaison 


1. In general, additional requirements for interdepartmental 
liaison by ORE will be responsive to specific projects or purposes 
originating within ICAPS, stimulated by activities of the Intelli¬ 
gence Advisozy Board, or will be based upon future revisions of 
the mission of OHE. 

2. Specifically, it has been proposed that Branch Chiefs be 
authorized direct contact with their opposite numbers within the 
Office of Special Operations, ClG, and the Amy Security Agency. 
Planning Staff, ORE, will undertake the analysis of this problem 
and will submit pertinent recommendations to ICAPS at a later 
date. 

3. At such as the Reference Branch becomes operational 
a requirement will exist to establish effective loan agreements 
for books, magazines, and periodicals with other libraries. In 
this respect Planning Staff will prepare a plan to be submitted 
to ICAPS for approval prior to implementation. 














ORE Internal Control of Liaison Activities 


1. Planning Staff, (HIE, has the assigned responsibility for 
coordinating the external relations of ORE with ICAPS, other CIO 
Offices, the State, War, and Navy Departments and other Governmental 
and civilian organisations* 

2. With respect to Intelligence Working Level Contacts, Planning 
Staff, ORE, with the prior knowledge and consent of ICAPS, negotiated 
agreements as to procedures with the Intelligence agencies of State, 
War, and Navy Departments. Except for A-2, with whom negotiations are 
still pending, each agency has approved the ORE procedures and has 
designated the individuals within each agency responsible for control¬ 
ling contacts with ORE* Copies of pertinent correspondence Are 
included under Annex No* 1 to Tab ■C*.

lu Except for contacts discussed under paragraph 2 above, it is 
believed that further delegations of authority within ORE to conduct 
liaison are unnecessary and undesirable at this time* It cannot be 
emphasised too strongly, however, that further administrative 
restrictions, other than those which are currently in effect, would 
hamper the branches of ORE in the fulfillment of the over-all ORE
